1959 movie censorship law. 
The court acted in a brief order 
on an appeal by state officials. 
There was no opinion. 
The Pennsylvania decision was 
handed down by the state Supreme 
Court last July 26. It found the 
law ran counter to both state and 
federal constitutions. 
The 4 to 3 ruling decided two 
canes—one 
started 
by 
William 
Goldman Theatres, 
Inc., 
The 
Pennsylvania 
Association 
of 
Amusement Industries, and some 
film distributors; 
the other 
by 
Twentieth Century-Fox Film Corp. 
The first suit sought to restrain 
members of the State Board of 
Motion Picture Control from en­ 
forcing the act; the other was a 
taxpayers’ suit to stop state of­ 
ficers from using public funds to 
enforce it. 
They first won decisions in the 
Dauphin County Court of Com- 
|m on Pleas, which the state Su­ 
preme Court affirmed. 
Hie law requires exhibitors to 
register each film with the board 
48 hours before the first showing. 
At board request, a copy of the 
film must be furnished. It can be 
disapproved if found “obscene” by 
the board; or it can be limited to 
adults if found “ unsuitable for 
children.” 


The state court said the law of­ 
fends the guarantees in the state 
constitution respecting free speech 
and the right to a jury trial.
